The figures above indicate a decline in library circulation 
for the first time in many years. Paradoxically, the decline, in juvenile 
circulation, at least, is the result of more effective use of the library 
facilities. The introduction of a departmentalized system into the 
four upper grades of the school has made possible the development of 
unified study programs requiring the use of considerable reference 
material by the students. Improving the juvenile non-fiction collection 
to provide necessary source materials for student on both the elemen- 
tary and high school levels, has been a major concern of the trustees 
Curing the past year. The income of the Orlando Wales Dimick Trust 
und was expended for this project, making possible the purchase 
of a number of non-fiction titles, as well as a 24-volume set of Col- 
lier’s Encyclopedia, 1962 edition. The material in the new encyclo- 
pedia is presented on a high school to adult level and will help to meet 
community needs for an up-to-date reference work. 


To assist the library in providing adequate reference material, 
a grant of $125.00 in State Aid was awarded by the State Library 
Commission. Books purchased with these funds are already in use. 
Because of the increase in the quality and quantity of reference mate- 
rial, our students are having a new type of library experience, periods 
of independent research in the library, under the supervision of the 
ibrarian. This is the goal toward which our school-library program 
has been aiming, and much credit is due to the teachers for their 
cooperation in training the students in library procedures, and inspiring 
them with enthusiasm for this method of study. However, as far as 
statistics are concerned, though more books are consulted in the 
library and much valuable experience in searching out information 
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is gained, fewer books are actually discharged. This is, therefore, one 
occasion when a decrease in circulation is not to be deplored but 
commended. 


Cne of the great advantages accruing to the community from the 
library’s continuing membership in the Grafton Library Cooperative, 
is the availability, for 2-month perods, of beautiful and unusual 
books purchased with gift funds awarded to the Cooperative. These 
books cover a wide range of subjects and must be seen to be appreci- 
ated. They are circulated in the same fashion as other books in the 
library collections. 


Few, if any, library trustee boards and librarians receive more 
generous cooperation in the attempts to provide good library service 
for the community than those of Lyme. During 1962 the following 
volunteers assisted with the school-library program: Ruth Uline, Olive 
Gray, Janet Grant, Lillian Bircher, Florence Bradley, Ann Carter, 
Louise Pushee, Verla Dimick, Betty Melendy, Ann Jenks and Arlene 
Crawford. Mrs. Bryant, librarian at the Lyme Center Branch reports 
the same sort of willing cooperation. 


The Lyme Center Branch has continued its service to that com- 
munity with a total circulation of 1014 books for the year, as indicated 
hy the figures above. It was encouraging to note that this was an 
increase of 141 over 1961 circulation. It is also interesting to note 
that the percentage of non-fiction reading has risen from 17% in 1961 
to 3314% of the total for 1962. As the group most frequently using 
this branch has advanced in school, the reading has correspondingly 
increased in the adult area. In 1960 the adult reading accounted for 
only 30% of the total, whereas in 1962, it accounted for 49% of the 
total, indicating satisfactory growth in reading habits. 


From time to time during the year it has beeen necessary to have 
extra help with the program. Jeanette Day, Ruby Thompson, Vir- 
ginia Chesley, and Alice Cutting have all given time which has been 
greatly appreciated. 


We would like to invite and urge more people from Lyme Center 
to make more use of this branch of the library. If we do not have 
what you want, we will make every effort to get it for you. 


During the year, memorial funds in the amount of $145.00 
have been received for the purchase of books in memory of Mareta 
Balch, Frank Gregory, Grace Uline, Ida Rich Webster, Royal and 
Stanley Weeden, Hattie Wise and Ruth Wolfe. Many of these books 
are in circulation. Others will be added as appropriate titles are 
decided upon. 
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A successful Open House was sponsored by the Utility Club on 
the occasion of National Library Week. Club members served as 
hostesses. The newly-finished downstairs adult reading room was 
inspected for the first time by many visitors. Of special interest was 
the New Hampshire Corner where a rare 1816 map of New Hamp- 
shire, framed for the library by John K. Wright, was on display. In 
addition to this activity, the Utility Club contributed $25.00 to the 
library, as it has for many years. The gift this year was added to 
the funds assigned to the reference project. 


A signed and framed citation has been presented by the trustees 
to Ethel Demarest, in appreciation of 12 years of unassuming and 
invaluable assistance in the position of volunteer accession librarian, 
from which she retired in December. Her successor is Hazel Park. 


For all tangible contributions to the library and many deeds 
of quiet service, the trustees express their appreciation, on your be- 
half. Encouraged by your generous support, the trustees will have 
as their special objective this year, the improvement and expansion 
of service to adults. Only by serving the needs of the entire com- 
munity can we fully discharge our responsibility. To this end, we 
solicit your criticisms, your suggestions, and your presence in the 
library. Only by using it can you discover the information and pleas- 
ure which it can provide for you and the groups of which you are 
a member.

Annual Report 
1962 


The Recreation Committee was created at Town Meeting in 
1962, and was charged with the development of the new Recreation 
Area at Post Pond, and taking over the functions and assets of the 
old Recreation Council. — These were running a series of band con- 
certs in the summer, and a series of Square Dances in the winter. It 
also cooperated with the Ford Sayre Ski Council in their program 
in Lyme. 


The development of the swimming area at Post Pond, once the 
ground started to dry out in the spring, proceeded at a breath taking 
pace. Nearly every one in the village donated time, money or equip- 
ment. Even by the first of July there was enough dock and enough 
beach to hire two lifeguards (one full time, and one just on week- 
ends,) and start classes in swimming and water safety. Their salaries, 
plus nearly all of the safety equipment was generously donated by 
The Hanover Chapter of the Red Cross. Over eighty children were 
enrolled in the classes, and the high spot of the summer was a picnic 
toward the end of August, at which prizes and certificates were 
awarded. By the end of the summer, there was a dock, a life boat, 
a diving board and float, various ropes and buoys, a small house 
for storage, a privvy — and a good road out to the area. Next summer 
we are hoping to clear more land for badminton or baseball — and 
to build a bath house. 


The band concerts, with McClure’s Band from Littleton pro- 
viding the music, were successful, as usual — and the weather was 
good for all of them. 


In preparation for the ski program the committee lacquered and 
repaired thirty-four pairs of skiis inherited from the old Recreational 
Council, and bought eight pairs of new skiis. A special square dance 
was held to help pay for these. We also arranged transportation in 
the school bus out to Grant’s pasture where the lessons are held. 
Fifty-two children are enrolled in this program, under eleven teachers. 


Arrangements have been made for five square dances starting 
January 30th with Mr. Smith calling. The Boy Scouts and the 4-H 
Girls will take turns providing the refreshments. 


While the committee has a balance of $487.18 on hand as of the 
first of January, we wish to point out that the new skiis have not yet 
been paid for, and the transportation and incidental expenses of the 
ski program will have to be paid before the first of March — also

we are planning to have several loads of sand dumped on the ice at 
the bathing beach, near the shore, to provide a pleasanter and cleaner 
bottom for swimmers. 


In conclusion, we wish to thank every one who has helped the 
committee; help without which, we could have accomplished very 
little.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Lyme: 


I present herein my report for 1962, my ninth annual report as 
superintendent of schools in Lyme. 


The year has been one of progress and improvement. The Princi- 
pal, Mr. McAllister, and the teachers are to be congratulated and 
commended for the effort, thought and study that they as individuals 
and as a group are putting into the improvemeit of the whole pro- 
gram and into the meeting of individual needs. 


Mr. McAllister could make an even greater contribution to the 
improvement of the program and of teaching methods if more of his 
time could be freed from regular teaching duties. The limited amount 
of time that he has free for classroom supervision is being used to 
good advantage. Obviously, however, with only about three hours a 
week free for supervision and administration he cannot accomplish 
what is desired. I hope that in 1963-64 he can have much more time 
for this important work. 


Reading 


In my 1961 report I spoke of the need for improvement in the 
reading program. Mr. McAllister in his report spoke of some of the 
steps that were being taken to bring about that improvement. He and 
the teachers have continued study and work in this field. There is 
still plenty to be done, but I have no question but what the program 
as a whole and, in particular, the meeting of individual needs has 
shown marked improvement. We cannot, however, get the results 
that we would like without someone who can give more time and 
attention to both the remedial and the developmental aspects of the 
whole reading program. 


Departmentalization 


One of the most significant steps of the year was the depart- 
mentalization of grades 5-8. We are all pleased that is has worked 
very satisfactorily. The teachers, the pupils and the parents seem to 
be enthusiastic about it. The major reason for its success is the enthu- 
siasm and efforts of the school staff, and the support of the School 
Board and parents. Mr. McAllister’s report, which follows this one. 
gives further information. 


Teachers’ Salaries 


I must again make a plea for a higher salary schedule. We are 
most fortunate in the new teachers we secured this year. To get them 
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it was necessary for the School Board to pay more than called for on 
the old schedule. The new schedule proposed by the Board and 
reflected in the 1963-64 budget will put Lyme in a somewhat more 
favorable competitive position. I sincerely hope that the School Dis- 
trict meeting will appropriate the necessary funds. 


School Finances 


I devoted my entire 1961 report to the financing of education in 
New Hampshire. We cannot tell what the current session of the 
legislature will do about more state aid. 


Whether or not there will be more general aid to education 
depends in large measure upon how voluminously and how strongly 
the people of New Hampshire bring pressure upon their legislators 
and at legislative hearings. If more state aid is really wanted the job 
of getting it cannot be left entirely to the several lay and professional 
organizations that are working for the betterment of New Hampshire 
education. They are doing splendid work. Local school boards, local 
finance and budget committees and the local taxpayers must, however, 
become much more aroused and much more vocal in letting their 
feelings be known. 


The Lyme School Budget for 1963-64 will be higher than for 
1962-63 due largely to salary increases and to provision for offering 
the modern mathematics program. Mr. McAllister’s report gives more 
detail on the latter. It is quite probable that the budget will have to 
continue to increase, but perhaps not as much as for 1963-64. In 
this connection, I would point out that in 1961-62, the last year for 
which the state reports are presently available, the Lyme elementary 
per-pupil cost was below both the average and the median for the 
state. The average salary of the Lyme teachers was well below the 
state average for town elementary schools. They were, in fact, in the 
lowest eight per cent of the salaries for all teachers in the state. I am 
very glad that Lyme is taking steps to narrow or overcome this gap 
and to give its children ever-improved education. 


Conclusion 


The Lyme school is going forward. As previously noted, this is 
due to the good efforts of the School Board and the faculty and the 
support of the citizens of Lyme. I want to thank all of them for their 
vision, their help and their cooperation. It is a privilege to work 
with them.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


After approximately two years’ study on the feasibility of de- 
partmentalization in the Lyme School, it was decided to experiment 
with such a program for grades 5-8 for the school year 1962-63. 
Although it is only in the early stages, the preliminary evaluation by 
the teaching staff seems to indicate success. It will, of course, be several 
years before a complete appraisal can be determined, for comparisons 
must be made both of academic and social achievement. Due to this 
departmentalization set-up we have been able to establish a complete 
art program and to restart our music program. 


A study is currently being undertaken of the Yale University’s 
School Mathematics Study (SMSG), a program that has gained much 
recognition in the past few years and one that is fast replacing what 
was formerly known as traditional mathematics. It is hoped to intro- 
duce a self-motivating program that will take the individual child at 
his own level and help him derive from mathematics all the skills and 
concepts formation to make arithmetical operations meaningful. Log- 
ical thinking is stressed rather than mere manipulation of numbers. 


This year the teachers hope to contact all parents for conferences 
concerning their child as well as school programming. To date many 
parents have been seen. In the past only children with school problems 
were contacted. We hope to promote better home-school rapport 
through such conferences. 


At present your principal is familiarizing himself with the pros 
and cons of the ungraded primaries. Such a program would allow the 
child to assimilate knowledge at his own rate while doing away with 
the stigma of a repeated grade. The change is actually in the admin- 
istrative organization rather than in teaching methods. Much research 
must be done before we can determine if this type of program will 
fulfill the needs of the Lyme children.
